TO WORLD CUP 








The World Cup is the biggest sporting event outside the Olympic 
Games, yet with only three months to go before kick-off in Argentina, the 
Cup is hardly ever spoken about in Australia. 





The reason of course is 
that we failed to qualify for 
the finals. Whereas 
everyone talked World 
Cup in 1974, no-one 
wants to know this time. 

Newspapers are prac- 
tically ignoring the World 
Cup preparations, and If 
this trend continues, the 
developmentdf Australian 
soccer will suffer. 

World Cups are the 
showplace of the latest 
trends in soccer. It is im- 
portant that we keep 
abreast of these trends. 

In 1974 it was easy to 
do so, but this time we will 
learn little unless the 
Australian Soccer Federa- 
tion does something 
about it. 

The ASF should form a 
three or four-man study 
group and send it to 
Argentina to prepare a 
thorough report on: 


@ What type of football is 
being played by the 
various countries and how 
it differs from 1974; 

@ What standards of 
fitness and of intellect are 
set for internationals of 
the various competing 
countries; 

@ Any new advances in 
the application of sports 
medicine. 

On its return to 
Australia, the study group 
should hold a seminar to 
present a detailed docu- 
ment to aid administrators 
and the coaching profes- 
sion and to help 
Australian soccer to keep 
up with the rest of the 
world. 

Only experienced, 
thorough professionals 
should make up the study 


. group.

Training is something some 


players dread. 

Most players immediately think of endless 
running followed by back-breaking exer- 
cises, when all they want to do is play soccer. 
A favorite trick is to pretend a bootlace is undone in the 

middie of a sprinting session, which fets a player 

catch his breath and hopefully miss out on a bit of 
the running. 

One player who doesn’t cheat at training is South 
Melbourne Hellas full back Mike Pye. 

In fact, he treats it like it’s a religion. 

According to Hellas coach Dave Maclaren Pye is the 
world’s hardest trainer. 

“It's incredible just how much effort Mike puts into 
training,” said Maclaren. 

Pye is the nearest you'll get to a true professional in 
Australia. 

He gives 100% effort to his soccer at all times, whether it 
be training or a game. 

He is not a brilliant player, but with sheer determination 
he has made himself one of the most consistent per- 
formers in the Philips League. 

By his own admission, he’s not particularly skilful. 

“If I'm not 100% fit,” said Pye, “I'm a rubbish player. | 
just haven't got the natural ability to get by unless I’m 
fit.” 

For that reason, Pye sometimes even does extra train- 
ing on his own. 

“| love training and the feeling of being fit,” said Mike, 
“and never get sick of soccer. 

“However, when | get tired of running and getting fit, I'll 
give the game away.” 

Pye, who is in his fourth season with Hellas, is enjoying 
training more now that Dave Maclaren is at the helm. 

“With Dave,” he said, “you never know what you are go- 
ing to do next. Every training session is different 
and even if we train for only an hour it feels like we 
have done a lot.” 

English-born Pye is not one of those players who came 
to Australia boasting a big reputation. 

In England he played with Wisbeach Town at the invita- 
tion of Jesse Pye (no relation), who represented 
England in a full international. 

Ringwood City Wilhemina brought Pye to Australia in 
1968, and he spent his first year with the club in the 
reserve team. 

“The first year in Australia was a lot of fun,” said Mike, 
“but after that | decided to stop mucking about and 
knuckle down.” 

He spent the next five years in Ringwood’s first team 
and was club captain for two seasons. During his 
stay at Ringwood, Pye spent a year under Bobby 
Colfins, the former Leeds United and Scotland star, 
who was player/coach. 

“Bobby was a great leader,” said Mike, “and could in- 
fluence the whole team just by being on the field. He 
was out to help people and did a tremendous Job.” 

It was Collins who converted Pye from a midfielder into 
a full back. 

“| would've ended up at the back sooner or later,” said 
Mike “I didn't have the skill to play midfield.” 

Collins stayed with Ringwood for one season before go- 
ing to S ney to coach. After a short stint there he 
returned to England and became manager of Hud- 
dersfield Town. He is now on the coaching staff at 
Leeds United. 3 

When Collins took over the reigns at Ringwood, the club 
was on the bottom of the State League ladder with 
over a third of the season gone. However, he lifted 
the team and it ended up in fifth place, narrowly mis- 
sing out on qualifying for the State League Cup.

Even though he’s a late 
starter in the P.S.L., he’s 
full of confidence about 
his team’s chances this 
season.

Despite the 
decline of Dutch 
club soccer, Holland 
still has enough 
worid-class in- 
dividuals to form a 
winning national 
team — providing 
the right men are 


given their chance. 

During the qualifying 
series against Belgium, 
Northern Ireland and 
Iceland, Holland ap- 


peared to rely too heavily 


on veterans of the 1974 
World Cup — using up to 
seven of them in one 
game, while leaving 
talented 22-year-old Jan 
Peters out of the team. 

Like it or not, Dutch 
manager Ernst Happel 
will have to use new 
players in the finals. 

Johann Cruyff remains 
adamant that he will not 
play, Ruud Geels, van 
Kuylen and van Beveren, 
all say they do not want to 
be selected. 

Many belleve that 
Cruyff, 31, could be per- 
suaded to change his 
mind, but there can't be 
anything more definite 
than what he said about 
that possibility last year: “| 
will play in the qualifying 
games but not in the 
finals. As I've often said, 
I'll be 31 and I don't think 
I'd be much use to the 
team At the end of the 
1977-78 season, | shall 
retire. That’s definite.” 

Cruyff needn't worry 
too much about his age. 
The other players certain- 
ly don't. 

Goalkeeper Jan 
Jongbloed is 36, Wim 
Suurbier 32, Wim van 
Hanegem in his mid- 
thirties, Robble 
Rensenbrink 31 and Ruud 
Krol a relatively young 29. 

Jongbloed was 
preferred to Rulter, 
Treytel, Schrijvers and 
van Beveran, who played 
in the first four qualifying 
games. 

Krol, of Ajax, is still in 
the national team’s 
defence, as he was in 
1974, and so are Al- 
jsbergen and Suurbier. 
Johann Neeskens, who 
must be at least 30, re- 
mains in midfield and 
even var Hanegem still 
gets garies there. Up 
front, Rep and 
Rensenbrink remain from 
1974. 

Among the few new 
men who have been get- 
ting regular games, are 
brothers Rene and Willy 
van der Kerkhof, Nico 
Jansen, van der Kuylen, 
Hovenkamp and the ex- 
citing young striker Kees 
Kist from AZ’67, the club 
of Jan Peters. 

Yet, Peters himself has 
been missing for some 
reason, despite having 
scored both goals in a 
friendly international 
against England last year. 

The presence of the van 
cer Kerkhof brothers of 
PSV Eindhoven, is com- 
mendable, and so is that 
of Kist, but if they should 
be there, so should 
Peters. 

Another youngster who 
may be given his chance 
in the finals is Ajax’s 21- 
year-old forward Techeu 
La Ling, who is of Chinese 
extraction.

Manager Happel, an 
Austrian, who once 
scored a hat-trick for 
Rapid Vienna against Real 
Madrid, must come to- 
terms with the fact that the 
halcyon days of pre-1974 
are over and that younger 
players will determine the 
path that Dutch football 
will follow from now on. 

it would be to his 
everlasting credit if Hap- 
pel managed to take a 
younger, rebullt Dutch 
team to the final stages of 
the World Cup. 

Certainly, some of the 
older ones have to be 
retained but surely, van 
Hanegem could be 
replaced. He has been an 
extraordinary player; but 
he has no pace left. 

The key player of the 
team will probably be 
Rensenbrink, the star of 
Dutch club Anderlecht — 
the man rated by many as 
the best forward in the 
world. - 

With Cruyff out of the 
side, Holiand may well be 
rebuilt around 
Rensenbrink. 

“Maybe I can do it,” he 
said in a recent Interview, 
“but the other players in 
the team must help me If 
that Is to happen. The 
whole Dutch team gives 
the ball to Cruyff; the side 
is built around him and he 
Is the central point. 
Maybe | could do that job 
but | do not know if the 
other players will give 
the ball, Ike they do to 
Cruyff. The national team 
has. been built around 
Cruyff, his ideas and his 
playing patterns for 
perhaps eight years. it Is 
perhaps asking a lot to 
change It all at once. 

“But | feel | could do 
Cruyff's job. It would be a 
great challenge for me. He 
is the organiser, the 
supreme controller. | do 
not know if there will ever 
be another Cruyff, but

One man who believes 
in Rensenbrink’s abillty is 
Johan Neeskens, team 
mate of Cruyff at 
Barcelona in Spain. “I 
think Rensenbrink can 
become the new Cruyff,” 
Neeskens said. “He works 
hard enough and he has 
all the class and vision.” 

Argentina will present 
Rensenbrink with his one 
and only chance. “Iam 31 
when | am out in Argen- 
tina,” he said. “Spain in 
1982 will be too late for 
me. It is now | succeed or 
not at all.” 

If Holland will miss 
Cruyff, it will also miss 
Ruud Geels. Ajax bought 
him in 1974 and in his first 
season he scored 30 
goals. The following year 
he finished with 29 and in 
1967-77 he got 34. In 
1974-75 he scored five 
goals in Ajax’ 6-0 win over 
his former club 
Feyenoord. 

Although Holland is still 
capable of fielding a good 
national team, that team is 
no longer as good as it 
was when Ajax Amster- 
dam was dominating 
Europe. The reason is 
simply that so many 
players of that great team 
have faded from the top 
— Israel, Kaizer, Hulshoff 
to name just a few. 

Dutch soccer no longer 
has a team that stands out 
the way Ajax once did, In 
fact, the club scene is 
pretty depressing when 
Feyenoord recruits 
someone tike Clyde Best, 
who had faded at 
West Ham,, and when Ray 
Clarke, once of Mansfield 
Town, goes to Holland 
and becomes one of the 
top scorers there. 

The Dutch league is 
now characterised by 
hard-running, long-bail 
soccer and there are only 
occasional glimpses of 
the artistic stuff Ajax used 
to play.

The national team has 
also had its problems — 
mainly to do with 
leadership. First Rinus 
Michels quit after the 
1974 World Cup. His suc- 
cessors, Fahdronc, 
Knobel and Zwartkruls 
also quit, and when the 
job was offered to Hertha 
BSC coach Kessler, he 
turned it down. 

Quite clearly, all the 
managers over the years 
have had to share the 
leadership with Cruyff. 

When the German Hen- 
ynes Weisweiler was coach 
iof Barcelona, it was a 
‘Sustained battle with 
Cruyff which finally forced 
him to leave, 

Cruyff maintained his 
strong-man image when 
he said afterwards: 
“Weisweiler was too 
capricious. He likes to 
play the dictator, yet he 
hasn’t got enough ability 
to manage a team like 
Barcelona.” 

Despite Holland;s dif- 
ficulties, it was the most 
successful team in the 
world in 1977, winning five 
and drawing one of its in- 
ternational games, for a 
success rate of 91.6%. . 

Holland’s achievement 
in reaching the 1974 
World Cup final is well 
known. They say Holland 
may have won instead of 
losing 1-2, had Johan 
Cruyff not dropped back 
to midfield. 

Apart from 1874, 
Holland had qualified for 
only two previous finals 
series — In France in 
1938 and in Italy In 1934. 
Both times, Holland was 
eliminated after one 
game. 

Yet, the Netherlands 
FA, formed in 1889, is the 
oldest such association 
outside Great Britain and 
there had been a soccer 
club in Haarlem since 
1879. 

Holland's progress in 
international soccer was 
limited for so long 
because of the reluctance 
of the governing body to 
accept professionalism. 

One of Holland’s 
greatest contributions to 
world soccer was the part 
it played along with 
Belgium, France and 
Switzerland, in originating 
the International Soccer 
Federation, FIFA. 

In Argentina, Holland 
will have an excellent 
chance of advancing at 
least past the first round. 

Of its Group Four oppo- 
nents, only Scotland 
poses a serious threat. 

Peru should be easy 
picking and Iran, although 
it will fight to the death, 
should aiso fall to the 
classier Dutch. 

Rensenbrink says that 
in the final stages, 
Holland’s strongest op- 
position will come from 
West Germany. “All the 
Germans are very strong, 
very physical, very hard- 
working. They are good 
players and in Klaus 
Fischer they have a 
forward and a goalscorer 
who is now better than 
Gerd Mueller. They have 
an excellent chance of 
retaining the trophy.” 

Rinus Michels, coach of 
Holland in 1974, and now 
coach of Cruyff and 
Neeskens at Barcelona, 
expects Brazil to win its 
fourth Worid Cup. He 
goes as far as tipping a 
Brazil v. Argentina final.
